Lenox. Mass., Sept. 5.—A statement 


regarding the Standard Oil case in 
the Illinois court and the question of 
immunity said to have been assured 
the Alton Railway company, was is- 
sued here by Attorney General Bona- 
parte, who says: 


"On Aug. 14 Judge Landis asked, in 


substance, that the department of jus- 
tice consider portions of the transcript 
of testimony in the case of the United 
States against the Standard Oil com- 
pany of Indiana, in order to determine 
whether the Chicago & Alton Railroad 
company, its officers and employes, 
were entitled to the benefits of an 
agreement assuring it and them of 
immunity against criminal prosecu- 
tion in connection with the granting 
of certain rebates to the Standard Oil 
Co. The department, in compliance 
with the desire of Judge Landis, ex- 
amined the above mentioned records 
and carefully investigated the entire 
subject, and as a result of, such inves- 
tigation, the attorney general on Aug. 
29 wrote Edwin W. Sims, United 
States attorney at Chicago, informing 
him in substance that the agreement 
was shown to have been made in June 
or July, 1906, by C. B. Morrison, Mr. 
Sims' predecessor in office; that Mr. 
Morrison's action appears to have 
been duly authorized at the time by 
.the department; that in the opinion of 
the department the arrangement had 
greatly facilitated the indictment and 
conviction of the Standard Oil conv 
pahy, and that while certain portions 
of the evidence might be fairly open 
to unfavorable comment, the depart- 
ment regarded the government as 
bound in good faith and also as a mat- 
ter of public policy, tos give effect to 
the agreement. 
.. 


"Mr. Sims was instructed to read 


this letter when the grand jury recon- 
vened on Sept. 3 and to take such fur- 
ther action to the foregoing end as 
might seem to the court and to him- 
self appropriate in the premises. The 
department learns that Mr. Sims did 
not comply with these instructions by 
reason of his having called to his at- 
tention very recently certain new and, 
in his judgment, material facts, which 
he thought should be submitted to the 
department for its further considera- 
tion before its conclusions should be 
finally announced. For this purpose 
he asked and was granted by the 
court a delay of three weeks. The de- 
partment is not as yet advised as to 
what are the facts thus ascertained 
by Mr. Sims. It has great confidence 
in his sound judgment and devotion 
to duty, and it awaits his report before 
taking further action in the premises. 
Inasmuch, however, as the circum- 
stances of the case may be liable to 
misconstruction, it is deemed proper 
to submit now the present statement 
to the public."

•when I am asked, "How big is New- 
ark?" I always reply, "Oh, ic 
is 


easy 30,000 now," and I feel that 
I am close to the facts. 


The/e is considerable rivalry be- 


tween the two places, both 
being 


good wholesale towns, and located 
as they are, they are natural gath- 
ering and distributing centers. Ohio 
wholesalers are alive to these con- 
ditions, for a large Columbus house 
has a branch 
house at 
Mariettta, 


where they do an enormous 
busi- 


ness. 


Both Parkersburg and 
Marietta 


are well paved and the street 
car 


lines give 
excellent 
service. 
The 


Parkersburg 
line covers the 
city 


very completely and by a unique 
plan, using an inner and outer belt 
or loop. 
You can go -the complete 


circle on either line for one 5 cent 
fare, the longer or outside 
loop 


covering about 7 miles. These loops 
come together every few squares, 
thus obviating the necessity of talc, 
ing the long ride, as is frequently 
the case in many places where 
the 


lines are not so arranged. 


The liquor laws in West Virginia 


are very strenuous and in a great 
many places throughout the state, 
local option prevails. 
Parkersburg 


Is wet though, as is also Marietta. 
I did not find out how strict Mari- 
etta holds the saloonists on Sunday, 
but while the law of West Virginia 
is fierce on the subject, Parkersburg 
liquor dealers find a way to sell all 
day 
Sunday 
and so far have 
not 


been molested by the authorities. 


The dealers and property owners 


that violate the law are taking big 
chances, however, for the law, 
be- 


sides providing for a heavy fine if 
convicted, forever debars the proper- 
ty for being used for liquor traffic. 


These people who are 
violating 


the law are making hay while the 
sun shines, for in each hidden joint 
there from two to ten slot machines 
'of a.11 designs; some play as high as 
one dollar and the high prize 
is 


$24. 
One can get robbed up to the 


S2d degree, and I was told by a ho. 
tel man Monday morning that his 
machines in his "blind tiger" took 
off Sunday nearly $200. When they 
do get pinched thej'll have all the 
money in circulation, so it will not 
make so much difference. 


The prevailing subject of the bus- 


iness talk of Parkersburg and 
all 


the river towns that I have visited 
is the "canalization of the Ohio riv- 
er." 


A corps of government engineers 


were in Parkersburg while 
I was 


there 
The party are traveling the 


river by steamboat, making a survey 
and are to report to the powers that 
be on the advisability of the gov- 
ernment providing for the Ohio a 
nine foot stage of water 
the 
year 


around. 
This is to be done as rec- 


ommended, 
by 
locks, 
dams 
or 


dredging, as the situation demands. 
They are stopping at all the import- 
ant river towns and hold meeetings, 
inviting all those who have river in, 
terests to be present and to make 
suggestions. 


These 
meetings have 
aroused 


great interest in the various 
places 


along the Ohio valley, and 
were 


well attended.

owners and steamboat captains ex-

ATTBEINSTITUTE 


MISS FERRIS GIVES DRAMATIZA- 


TION WITH THE AID OF 


CHILDREN. 


Every Teacher In the City Schools is 


in Attendance Upon the Inter* 


eating Exercises. 


The opening devotional exercises 


were conducted 
by Rev. 
Thomas 


Locke, of the East Main street Meth- 
odist Episcopal church. 


Miss Ferris continued her illustra- 


tive work with the aid of a class of 
11 children, who adapted themselves 
readily to her plans. A lesson in pa- 
triotism which would be used in pri- 
mary grades mainly as a rest period 
between formal recitations, was the 
principal theme of the hour, 
with 


some dramatization work in lan- 
guage development As several of the 
children had been in the class "Wed- 
nesday, the number work given then 
was reviewed. 


The exercise was so delightful that 


the time seemed all too short for the 
work to be done. After a pretty "tu- 
lip exercise," Miss Ferris decided to 
postpone the lesson in patriotism un- 
til Friday, and concluded the hour 
with a dainty fairy story, which the 
children might take home with them. 


Mrs. Vail resumed^ her 
work of 


yesterday, taking up the review of 
the world's philosophies with a: dis- 
cussion of the Aristotelian precept, 
"Study Preparation." In speaking ot 
recommended readings, she advisee 
that "the book of the hour" be read 
occasionally, but only as "fun," not 
with serious intent. Three works o" 
the past two years were mentioned as 
good, "The House of Mirth," "In the 
Garden.of Allah," and "The Awaken - 
ening of Helen Ritchie." 


These old philosophies, the Epicur- 


ean, the Stoic, the Platonic, and the 
'Aristotelian, led by a gradual devel- 
opment of preparation to the Chris- 
tian philosophy, whose vital element 
Is seeking 
the good 
of others—a 


principal lacking in all ancient phil- 
osophies. 


The object of the study of these 


philosophies is to enable the teacher 
to carry into her school room whole- 
hearted, consecrated energies, with- 
out too great drajn on the nervous 
resources. 


There is one class of children, ths 


dull or uninteresting, who are 
too 


much neglected. A little personal at- 
tention may open to them the very 
gates of heaven. 


Closing the work on "Personality" 


Mrs. Vail 
took, up the subject of 


"English" in its praciical application^ 
urging the mastery of pure, rorrec: 
English by the pupils in the schools-. 


Our part of the Middle West seems 


rather at a disadvantage in compari- 
son with other states in our lan- 
guage and social conversation. Mich- 
igan and 
Missouri rank 
infinitely 


higher in culture, as proved by this 
test. 


All people are not born1 
with a 


"language conscience." The respon- 
sibility lies more with the home en- 
vironment and association, but the 
teacher must substitute good tenden- 
cies for the bad. If they leave the 
grammar 
grades with bad 
habits 


unchecked, 
the responsibility 
lies 


with the school. The speaker closed 
'Splth illustrations of some common 
misuses of English, urging that these 
could easily be overcome by proper 
attention in early life, particularly in 
the primary grades. 


Mr Van Cleve in pursuance of his 


general subject, of "School Manage- 
ment," chose as his theme "The Inner 
Law."' 
There is no difference, in es- 


sence, be said, between the school 
and a body of teachers. The teach- 
ers, in convention, are letting their 
intellectual powers go out in a given 
direction;-in essence the school pro- 
cess is exactly the same thing. The 
first thing a teacher should do is to 
get mastery of herself. 'Having mas- 
tered herself, 
the mastery 
of the 


school is an assured fact, when you 
can adapt your mind and 
heart to 


every situation. No set formulas can 
help the teacher. 
"Government be- 


gins in external control; 
it 
must 


reach its perfection in internal con- 
trol." 


Obedience is the first law of thg 


school, as ot lite. The obedience thai 
comes from the little child may later 
degenerate into disobedience, or un- 
willing compliance, but the teacher 
should instill intelligent obedience to 
secure which is the object of 
the 


school training. One of the best ex- 
ercises to train to intelligent obed- 
ience is physical culture, training the 
body to follow the mind. 
That is 


giving up one's lower will at once to 
the will of the person in command. 
Physical training is also a fine drill 
in attention. 
Intelligent 
obedience 


can only come through attention to 
the inner law. 


The matter of attending to ones' 


own business is finely illustrated by 
physical training, which makes the 
mind fix itself upon one thing and 
that only. 


"Get the heart right first, then de- 


velop the intellect, and you'll be too 
big hearted, too broad minded, to do 
small things." 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 


Miss Ferris continued the work in 


"Reading" begun on Tuesday, 
re- 


suming with her last statement that 
the words to be learned should be 
very few and slowly given during the 
first weeks. It is better that the chil- 
dren be worked up to keenest inter- 
est by object 
or by action. Very, 


very much depends upon the devel- 
opment of the word, and the child's 
first impression of it. Their early 
work is all visualization. 
The third 


or fourth week 
the words 
can be 


multiplied, and 
T>y Christmas they 


may be taking three words a day— 
by the end of the year, eight or ten 
new words a day, having had about 
seven hundred 
words 
during 
the 


year. Great stress should be laid up- 
on the building up of the vocabulary. 


After they have had twenty-five or 


thirty words,' the sentence work, is 
begun. 
The period 
for the class 


would be fifteen or twenty minutes, 
of which perhaps the first five min- 
utes would b<? review work. Various 
devices might be employed, 
as the 


making of a ladder ^wittf the words 
climbing to the top, or the drawing 
of a tree, with words as birds ready 
to fly away. 
The writing lesson is 


combined with the reading. 


After about a hundred words have 


been given, let children take up the 
reader. This- brings the transition 
from script to print. 


Children, even in the first grade, 


should be taught to study. 


The teacher should keep a list of 


all words to be given 
during the 


year, checking as the -words are giv- 
en. Up to the latter part of the sec- 
ond year, words are all developed for 
the children, and in the third year 
they should be able to do some of 
the work for themselves. 
The sec- 


ond work should be introduced in the 
second grade and carried into the 
third. 
Some sight-reading may 
be 


given, but should be easier than the 
regular work. 


Mr. Van Cleve's afternoon subject, 


"Keep Off the Grass," or "How Not 
to Do It." In beginning, Mr. Van

On« of the mos twonderful cases 


that has ever come under the obser- 
vation of local physicians is that of

Young 
Harrold was engaged at work on the 
llth of last March, and was engaged 
In sawing a log, when the saw struck 
a large knot, causing a big piece of 
timber to fly off the log, striking him 
on the head and fracturing his skull. 
After lying in a very precarious con- 
dition for some time, he finally ral- 
lied and made a nice recovery, with 
the exception that the left side of 
bis face was paralyzed so that he 
could not close his right eye. nor 
wink at his best girl, neither could 
he expectorate in a straight linB nor 
whistle. In spite of these infirmities 
upon his recovery he resumed his oM 
employment- and took charge of tho 
mill again. Several davs ago he 


the victim of a second accident, sim- 
ilar to the one he met 
with 
last 


March. He was engaged at work as 
usual when a piece of lumber flew 
up and knocked him down, stunning 
him. 
He finally managed to regain 


h'"s feet and remarked to one of the 
boys that "he 
had 
been knocked 


"crazy." 
His fellow employes, on 


looking at him did not at first real- 
ize what had really happened to him.

Pierce Engagement Follows a For- 


ward Movement on the Part of the 
French Forces — Arabs as They 
(Charged Chanted Verses From th* 
Kora«—Latest D*ve!op»"«"ts. 


Paris, Sept. 5.—Vice Admiral Phili- 


bert, wiring from Casablanca, report* 
a new engagement Tuesday, about 
seven miles south of Casablanca. The 
French cruiser Glolre participated In 
the fighting, firing 150 shells at the 
Moors, who were dispersed and fled to 
the hills. This engagement followed 
a forward movement on the part ol 
the French forces. The admiral added 
that the other ports of Morocco were 
quiet. At La Rache the French crui- 
ser Forbin has taken on board a party 
of refugees from Fez. About 6,000 
Moors engaged in the fight. The Moors 
•who were repulsed on all sides, made 
a most impressive picture as, garbed 
fantastically, mounted on white horses 
and carryingtheirbanners in the front 
line, they swept down from the hills 
in splendid formation and charged 
thunderously to within 
about four 


hundred yards of the French camp, 
which for a moment seemed to be in 
danger of being overridden. As they 
advanced, the Moors chanted in unl- 
son verses from the Koran. The ir- 
regular Algerian cavalry encountered 
the first shock of the Moors' assault 
without yielding a foot from the po- 
sition they occupied. General Drude 
quickly employed his forces to the 
greatest advantage and the Moors 
were submitted to a fire of shot and 
shell which soon left the ground 
strewn with corpses. Major Prevost 
was slain while returning to camp af- 
ter the engagement, which lasted sev- 
en hours. It is estimated that in the 
engagements of Aug. 29 and Sept. 1 
about 800 Moors were killed. 


Mayor Prevost conducted a scout- 


ing expedition, which was the actual 
cause of the battle, the object being 
to locate the enemy and prepare the 
way for an extensive offensive move 
ment later. The major advance about 
eight miles in a southerly direction, 
meeting only with scattered bands of 
Moors, which were easily ' dispersed. 
He then gave the order to return and 
it was when nearing the cansp that his 
force was assailed by hordes of'Moors. 
Prevost formed his men In hollow 
squares with the Irregular Algerian 
cavalry In front. 
General Drude 


quickly re-inforced Prevost, and the 
engagement immediately developed in- 
to a desperate conflict, from which 
the Moors retreated only after their 
ranks had been decimated by a deadly 
fire which it was impossible to with- 
stand. 


In an interview Premier Clemen- 


ceau was loud in his praise of General 
Drude, who he said is to be congratu- 
lated on having dispersed the most 
formidable Moorish army that yet has 
appeared before Casablanca. General 
Drude now has more than 7,000 men. 
Questioned about the arms at Maz- 
agan, Premier Clemenceau said the 
subject is complicated. So far as he 
could gather the consignment amounts 
to 4,000 rifles and l,t>00,000 rounds of 
ammunition. The native customs au 
thorities had taken possession of the 
arms and declined to deliver them to 
either the delegate sent by the reign- 
ing sultan, to Mulai Hang or to the 
commander of the French cruiser 
Conde. The townspeople of Mazagan, 
the premier continued, are in favor ot 
Mulai Hafig. 
The premier said he 


hoped it would not be necessary to 
land marines to settle the affair.

Newark and Zanesville. 


It is said tHat steps are being tak- 


en by the men in control of the Ohio 
Electric Railway company to extend 
the lines of the company east from 
Zanesville and gain a direct connnec- 
tion with Pittsburg. In the financing 
of the company it is said that Pitts- 
burg capital 
is largely 
interested, 


and that plans are already 
almost 


matured for the extension, which will 
connect the local traction lines with 
the Beaver Valley line in Pennsylva- 
nia and thus gain an entrance into 
Pittsburg over 
the tracks 
of the 


1'itlsburg Railway company. 


Before taking hold of any 
Ohio 


traction lines, 
W. Kesley Schoepf, 


president of the Ohio Electric Rail- 
way companj, was general manager 
of the Consolidated Traction com- 
pany of Pittsburg, and thus came in 
close contact with Pittsburg capital- 
ists. The new line east would par- 
allel several railway lines in Western 
Pennsylvania, but it is said that right 
of •way has practically been secured 
for the road, and that before another 
year ends there will be direct elec- 
tric connection between Columbus 
and Pittsbuig.
